Cities of Monrovia, Arcadia, 
Temple City, Puente to Vote

That Is the issue when Sierra 
Madre votes on Joining the County 
Sanitation District next Tuesday 
which If approved will provide for 
inclusion of this city in construc- 
: tion costs of trunk lines to serve 
j this community. 

At the present time citizens of 
Sierra Madre roly entirely upon 
cesspools and septic tanks for the 
| disposal of sewage from their 
premises. This section is not 
extensive in area and If the pro¬ 
gram Is turned down, the cost of 
sewage disposal facilities would 
j be greatly increased If forced to 
dispose of it3 sewage alone in¬ 
stead of being afforded an op- 
i portunity to reach the sea with 
; its wastes, as the present plan 
; provides. 

Connections between houses and 
street laterals will be at the In¬ 
dividual property owners’ ex¬ 
pense. It may be made lmmedl- 
i ately, however, it will be unneces- 
| sary to make the connection un- 
j less and until the cesspool be- 
' comes unsanitary. New houses 
j constructed after the laterals are 
in service will be required to con- 
nect with the system. After the 
| laterals are in sendee no new 
| cesspools will be permitted. Ob¬ 
viously. no one would seriously 
consider installing a new cesspool 
because it would be much more 
economical to connect with the 
system. 

The plant and ocean outfall fa¬ 
cilities are now owned by four 
sanitation districts. Under the 
proposed joint plan, these facilities 
as expanded wdll be jointly owned 
by eight sanitation districts In¬ 
cluding District No. 15 (Sierra 
Madre 1. 

It is Inconceivable that Sierra 
Madre will ever again have an op¬ 
portunity to acquire adequate 
sewage disposal facilities — so 
much for so little. 

In the interest of Sierra Madre 
and the health and safety of its 
citizens, the voters must take ad¬ 
vantage of this opportunity. Con¬ 
struction work will start almost 
immediately after the voters au¬ 
thorize the bond issue. 

The present plan is possible only 
by Joining with other cities in 
the construction of disposal facili¬ 
ties. The other cities cannot wait 
—they are compelled to act now, 
because their present facilities are 
already badly overloaded. By 
building the joint project on a 
larger and permanent scale, the 
cost will be much lower.

Substantial Growth 

Denotes Local Status 

The annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the Sierra Madre 
Savings bank was held April 9 
and officers and directors were 
re-elected as follows: R. C. Lewis.

The bank has shown a remark¬ 
able increase during the past 
year, which is an indication of 
the splendid growth also of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Deposits increased. 
$900,000. The sum of $2,290,000 
was on deposit at the beginning 
of the year and closed with $3,- 
190.000. 

Most of that increase money 
went into the purchase qf govern¬ 
ment bonds, the bank holding $1,- 
395,000 in bonds at the start of 
the year and $2,258,000 at the 
close of the year, or an increase 
of $764,000.

Council Backs Up 
Recreation Program 

At the adjourned meeting of 
the Council Wednesday evening 
the Recreation Commission was 
authorized to expend $165 to ini¬ 
tiate the summer program and 
maintain a Recreation Director 
two evenings a week for the City 
Park organized activities. The 
city program will carry through 
to June 15 when the school rec¬ 
reation program starts, in con¬ 
junction with the city.

VOTE FOR THE SEWER BONDS 


It is well recognized that Sierra Madre will eventually re¬ 
quire a sewage system. The only way w r e con afford an out¬ 
fall (sewer lines through a disposal plant and into the ore an) 
system is by co-operating with our neighboring cities and 
county territory and using the plant already in operation. 

The solids and greases are removed at the disposal plant 
and sold as fertilizer, white the untreated liquids are carried 
through a tunnel under the Palos Verdes hills and discharged 
into the ocean 5,000 feet from shore into 150 feet of water. 

Continued tests since 1938 have proven that no contamin¬ 
ation of beaches or shore line is ever apt to occur. 

The total cost of treatment and disposal of sewage in this 
manner is less than $1,00 per million gallons, where the cost 
without an outfall might w r ell exceed $25 per million gallons. 

Here is an opportunity which probably will never come 
again, co-operation with our neighbors to become a part of a 
plant which no one city could afford to construct ami operate, 
representing a tremendous saving. 

Remember it takes two “Yes" votes to offset one ‘‘No’’ vote 
as it requires a two-thirds vote to carry. Failure to carry 
the bonds in any one district might well defeat the entire plan. 

Monrovia proposes to abandon their own disposal plant, 
with the huge amount of money invested in it, to go into the 
new’ system. Arcadia has voted bonds for a plant, but are abro¬ 
gating that. Pasadena voted Tuesday to join the District and 
will abandon their plant. The cost the first, year will only be 
$2.90 per $1,000 valuation and that cost will be less each year. 

If the proposition does not carry and the cesspools in Sierra 
Madre are condemned, we will have to construct our owm plant 
and we have no suitable location nor means of disposing of the 
waste. Our City Council and officials feel that there is no 
other possible solution. 

Tills is not a city election but a district proposition. Votos 
cast hero will indicate how’ civic minded we are, as compared 
to other cities in the District. Let’s get out the vote.

ENGLAND WEST — Bath-, past and- 
present —That the city of Bath 
is gay, beautiful, prosperous, 
fashionable, and at the same time 
a center of superior cultural at¬ 
mosphere and activities is due 
both to natural causes and to 
chance. The natural causes in¬ 
clude its beautiful wooded amphi¬ 
theatre covering some 3380 acres 
along the Avon and the four min¬ 
eral hot springs which flow so 
copiously there, the only springs 
in Britain of such high temper¬ 
ature, and asserted to possess pal¬ 
liative powers for liver diseases 
and those of the skin, and for 
rheumatism, gout, sciatica, and 
neuralgia. These waters, used 
both externally and internally, are 
rich In calcium and sodium sul¬ 
phates, magnesium and sodium 
chlorides with traces of radium. 

It has been estimated that the or¬ 
iginal Roman Baths here, with 
their buildings and elaborate 
equipment, covered between six 
and seven acres during the period 
in which they flourished, from the 
1st to the 4th centuries, A. D. 

Two legends exist, however, which 
credit the discovery of the 
springs’ medical powers to King 
Bladud of Britain, over 800 years 
before the Roman occupation be¬ 
gan! One of these legends as¬ 
serts that the King imparted cur¬ 
ative powers to the water by 
weaving magic spells: the other 
that it was while he wandered 
in banishment as a leper, and dis¬ 
guised as a swineherd, that he 
chanced to bathe in the springs 
and was cured—both very pretty 
stories to amuse modem scien¬ 
tists.. Today the stone construc¬ 
tions of the Roman Baths lie 20 
feet below the level of this mod¬ 
em city of 70.000 persons and 
when I saw the excavations, the 
original Roman foundations and 
part of the great colonnade still 
formed a sturdy support to the 
modem buildings and busy street 
which rests upon them. 

It was the accidental re-dis- 
covery of certain aspects of the 
Roman Baths, by excavations in 
the early 1700’s, followed by two 
roval visits there by George II in 
1734 and 1738, which established 
Bath as a new mecci for British 
fashionable life. For several cen¬ 
turies before that date Bath had 
been a provincial industrial town, 
periodically colorful with various 
annual fairs in which were dis¬ 
played and sold the famous 
“beaver” and other kinds of cloth 
woven there, but meanwhile the 
baths were shabby (for bathing 
the whole body was considered 
"dangerous,”) public lodgings were 
makeshifts, and street robbery 
abounded. However .after Roy¬ 
alty had set the fashion, a quar¬ 
tette composed of the architects 
John Wood and his son, the Eng-, 
lish dandy. “Beau Nash, and 
Ralph Allen, their wealthy patron, 
changed all this by promoting and 
carrying out an architectural pro¬ 
ject which provided real distinc¬ 
tion as well as magnificence in 
such innovations as the North and 
South Parades; the Queen Square 
and the great Palladian half cir¬ 
cle of palatial apartments, three 
stories high and three windows 
wide, known as the Royal Cres¬ 
cent, wherein have lodged scores 
of "celebrities.” Impressive on 
a smaller scale are the majestic 
"Pump Room” and the Assembly 
Rooms so often mentionad as fre¬ 
quented by the characters in the 
novels of Fielding, Smollett 
Thackeray, and Dickens. I have

And there would be still 
another spirit, of one who in life 
had the genius of talking his way 
into the recognition and respect 
of all the great Englishmen of 
his time—for it was at the Three 
Cups Inn, formerly the Pelican, 
in this same city, that pious and 
witty Dr. Samuel Johnson was 
reputedly staying when he wrote 
to that great-hearted lady, Mrs. 
Thrale: “Come to Bath and for¬ 
get the troubles of life, and pro¬ 
long your days.” And I like to 
think that Bath will again re¬ 
gain that gay and carefree spirit 
which is so essential an Ingredient 
in the lives of men and women, 
whether famous or obscure. How¬ 
ever, with the continued ration¬ 
ing of food, clothing, and many 
other commodities in England, an* 
the well-nigh confiscatory tax¬ 
ation necessary to pay for six 
years of war, the population of 
Bath and its visitors will probably 
for many years to come accus¬ 
tom themselves to simpler pleas-

> "noble” and "fine.” 
peculiar architectural 
glory through the centuries has 
always been exemplified in its 
cathedrals and churches, mainly 
of the Gothic order, which Ruskin 
interpreted as a visable symbol of 
soaring aspiration. Here in Bath 
I was reminded of that point of 
view by the abbey church of St. 
Peter and Paul, which though not 
particularly notable inside, except 
for the sea-shell, fan-like capitals 
of its supporting pillars, presents 
in its cruciform exterior a strik¬ 
ing aspect of the pure, though 
ornate, Perpendicular Gothic, and 
notable it is also for the large 
number of its fine windows—a 
total effect which has caused this 
church to be called “The Lantern 
of the West.” Beneath its “dim 
cathedral light” lie buried Wil¬ 
liam Broome, the poet, Thomas 
Malthus, the economist, and 
“Beau” Nash himself.

FTRE FLAMES 


Prepared Prunes 


With three fire calls coming 
very close together, it might in¬ 
dicate that we were getting a 
little careless. It points that way. 
This column continuously repeats 
the danger of burning materials 
outdoors In an open fire. Two re¬ 
cent fires that called the fire de¬ 
partment out were without doubt 
caused by flying embers from 
open fires. No electric wires can 
be blamed. Wires were far away. 
When open burning is to be done, 
(it’s too bad that It has to be 
done) there is absolutely no reas¬ 
on for anyone to chance a big 
fire. A small fire away from In¬ 
flammable materials Is safe 
enough if we but remember to 
keep It small. A small fire 
cannot carry a dangerous ember 
very far from the source. A fire 
with a large flame creates 
draught and carries dangerous 
embers with It. This could have 
been said in a few words by sim¬ 
ply saying “do not build a large 
fire In your yard!” And let us 
repeat that again.
